The problem of government is 
no more than the problem of 
welfare, 'it is also the problem 
of liberty and the proble m of 
liberty is bound up with the 
problem of power.

The development of young 
animals is an important item i 
all live stock production. In Ibc 
tase ol the dairy cab, the 
“bringing up” process is part 1 
ularly important in view of t' e 
heavy demands which are usui*. 
lly made on the animal when i- 
comes into production.

When 
the call is to arrive in a box 
rtifdl, the proper use ot divnfect 
aids will minimuzc the dangtu 
ot nlection, whereas during the 
suriiinei a clean pasture is quite 
satisfactory.

A rale 
followed l y some dairymen it to 
feed one pound of milk daily 
for each 10 pounds of calf. The 
important points to renumber 
arc to keep all utensils scrup¬ 
ulously clean, have the milk 
warm (95F.) feed regida»*!y 
and do not feed too much at r* 
time. 

Small amounts ol hay and grain 
mpy bo fed when th' calf i.- n 
week old. For this purpose, 
clean 1 riglit alfalfa hay and 
whole oats arc recomn ,n-!od. 
The hay should be fed in such 
amounts as will be remli'y 
cleared up. a handful or two 
of oats a day will be suif’eient 
to start but this may be grad¬ 
ually increased to 1 \ -j lc 2 pou 
nds at 2 months of age. A little 
wheal bran mixed with the or.ts 
improves the ration to .i certain 
extent. Clean water should be 
available to the calves at all 
times.
